pi riuionts. no t.''iii'ss-w ork, and practic- 
ally no risk nor labor. The only thing 
lo Ik> guanled against is the killing of 
the gcesc wbick lay the golden egg.s. 
All tkat has to he doae to aoeamubita 
riekca froai the rabber tiaca ia to hire 
the wiUiagaativea to enter tlleJBa<^^es, 
tap the tree aad let the Hqnid gold mn 
into our eoffier a In the great rush for 
hecominga a d d e a ly rich, however, in th.> 
lower Amazon field the delta - many 
rubb'.'r forests have alre!idy become ex- 
hausted. While the coining Itra/.ilian 
congress intends to discuss the iines 
t ion of preserving the forests, no such 

precaatioaahavaaayat hami talwa at 

all. 

If but three t.'-.'ishi's per day are made 
in the riiblvor tree, and the hat.'li.'t in 
the careless hands of the native diM<s 
not penetrate or strike the wood, tho 
tree docs not appear to saffer from the 
t reat mea t, eaeept that the traak grows 
thick and the scarred aarfaea beeomcs 
irregular aad bampy. It wOl eoetiane, 
however, in good health and yield milk 
in sbundanee for thirty or forty years. 
If the blow from the hafohet. however, 
wonnds in theslightost degri'o tho n ,iod 
of the tree it dies. Dooay ln'gins a I this 
wound. .\s the woixl is sift a little 
weevil called pniiilna enters tho do- 
eayi'd sjiot. as a worm does tin- body, 
and hastens the destruction. Tho tree 
may drau' out a miseralde half- 
dead e.viston'o, but. as thoy s.iy 
in rorlu'/uos", it Is "eaiioa lo. " It 
will be seen how very easily the 
deslruotion of oven almost "ine.xlia ust i- 
ble" forests may l>e eomplete<l by a 
mere blow of a hutebet ia the hands of 
a marauiling native. For this reason 
many of the oaee '*iiieTliaastible" m1>- 
ber swamps of the lower Aawaoa are 
alreat'y wholly or partially abaadone<l, 
and the same fierce onslanghts are be- 
ing naaie npcm the virgin swamps of 
the apper tributaries. Kenters of 
swamps are naturally less careful of 
the trees than are the owners, who 
manage the prfiporty from a oetitral 
station. IJut the priio ipal forostsare 
"owned" in I'ara or Manaos by those 
dealers who are inti'^lod only in tho 
]in'sent supply, .ind who hav.' in) inter- 
I'st in the future ]>r<iduetion. 

This carelessness with regard to the 
future can Im- offset with cultivation 
elsewhere, if begun st once, and thoso 
who have iaveatigated tlie matter b<<- 
lieve that the eveq^adea of Florida of- 
fer the heat i a d a m msata for axperi- 
amatal ealtaic: Tha eoaditioaa of 
aariatare, heat aad soil there are Just 
aboat OB a par with the condition 
where the rubber tirec flourishes, and 
as for Avonderfully-remuncrative re 
turns there is no rinestion. It is simply 
a niatlirof tinie. Many years elapse 
before tho rubber tree produoos s'lHi- 
cionl milk to justify its jilaiitin;.''. but 
after it d'M's be;;in t'l do so tho ]>rotit is 
sulli 'ieiit t ) pay for luiioh gioator do- 
lay. It is trie'. Iiowevor, that llra.-.il is 
"Ihe land of t ■ i-morrow and if any- 
thing is done .\ nglo-Sa.\oii eni'i'gy must 
do it. 

The rubber tree cf the Amazon val- 
ley grows i^ioataacoaaly: a aiaii can 
gather eaoagh of the aata ia a d.Hy tn 
plaat a qaarter-aeetioa of land; they 
germinate eaaily aad grow rapidly; .'>:;^ 
trees will do well to each acre; the land 
needs no preparatiaa, and no culti- 
vation or can- is necessary. Takiiii^thc 
most unfavorable fi;.'ures of the rublior 
swam]) and applyiie,'' tliom to the nils 
Iht ;;rove, the man who cares for 1-M. 
trees in the swamp oould I'aro for an 
acre with its .M!s troo--. As fourkihis 
is an average yield from the l.MI troi s. 
his .'ilts would yield him tiftooii kilo^por 
day. tine dollar [H-r kilo is an avern;,'!' 
price, and so the lalKirer could make ."i 
per day, with no outlay but ordinary 
living expenses, dnriag faar or Ave 
nioaths ia the year. 

In IMS 8caar Joapaaa Aatonio da 
Silva, now deeeaaed. hat tiMa living on 
the river Ouama, twelve miles above 
the city of Para, had 30,000 yonng rub- 
ber trees iilanted on the low alluvial 
i- land in the river, ealleil llom Intento, 
wliioh formed part of his estat ". lie 
paiil to Francisco lialiia, the man who 
did the yvork, the sum of Ki cents 
apiece for the young trees when plant- 
e<l. The 'Jii, null yoiiii;,' trees thus cost 
him a t ital outlay of .*:;.';iiil. I nfoi- 
tunatoly the trei's wi'ro all planted 
near the iiiar;;in of Ihe island on its 
whole eiroiiniforeiu'c. as only a small 
part of tho island was to be planted, 
and it was less trouble to plant near 
the shore than to work hia aray through 
the jungle further iaiaad. The tide 
ebha aad teara with try mead nas power, 
a nd tears away aad hailda ap tlie fadand 
ut «Mie or the other ead, alternat- 
ing by periods of tea yeara. Comse- 
cjuently only alxmt l,tKM>of the original 
•J0,000 tn-es remain. Thes«', liowi'ver, 
an* in excellent condition, and yield 
abundantly, though they have never 
cost a cent for care or eultiv.ition. 

Sineo an aore of riiblM-r-yiolding trees 
will yield between ?1iiiP and .*.Miii por 
month, the '.,'."». UOii trees monlionod. oc- 
cupying a forly-a''re traot. would nioau 
an ineoiiio of .*M.u(Hi per month for four 
or live luoiitlis of every year. While 
twenty or twenty-five years is ipiite 
awhile toawait for the returns to iH-gin 
to come in, yet tlw receipts arc so great 
and the expeaae of aadi aa enterpris>; 
so litth- that northern capital ami en- 
ergy will proliuhly at no distant day 
solve Uie problem of preserving riiblM r 
foreata ia the charaeteristit^ Aiiglo- 
taxoa way.--N. (>. Times-Uemocrat
